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1 . Claims 1-24 are allowed. Claims 1,16 and 22 are independent. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 1 has been amended to overcome the objection set forth in the previous 
Office action, Paper No. 11. 

Independent claims 1,16 and 22 are allowable over the prior art of record. The 
amendment to the specification filed May 22, 2000 (Paper No. 5), claiming the 
continuation-in-part status based on the application Serial No. 08/584,529 that was 
issued as the Mancuso patent (Mancuso et al., U.S. Patent No. 5,870,495), eliminates 
the previously applied Mancuso patent as prior art against the claims. Mancuso et al. 
was the closest prior art of record. There is no possible double-patenting rejection of 
any type between the present application and Mancuso et al. 

Claims 2-15, 17-21 23, and 24 depend on claims 1, 16 or 22. 

A search using EAST has been conducted. The search result shows no prior art 
reference, alone or in combination, meet any of the independent claims 1,16 and 22.
